ADVERSE BALANCE AGAIN 

‘The favourable balance of payments 
shown in the Customs Relurns for 
February. has been quickly reversed. 
‘The March figures by themselves re- 
cord an excess of Imports to the 
Value of $36 million, giving for the 
first quarter of the year an adverse 
valance of $81 million. The sharp 
rise in imports from $85 million tn 
February to $109 million in March 
‘has been accompanied by a drop in 
Exports from $85 million to $13 
milifon. In comparison with 1936 the 
total Imports for the three months, 
Jan./March, amount to $271 million as 
‘against $203 for the corresponding 
period of 1996. ‘The Exports stand at 
$240 million as against $165 million 
Fespectively. Thus the adverse 
Balance for the same period in 1036 
‘was $08 million as against $31 million 
in 1987. Further comparison with the

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NANKING SEEKING BIG LOANS? 


Chinese in Washington are Watching Developments: 
Move to Strengthen Internal Structure 


Washington, Apr. 20. 

Responsibile Chinese quarters said 
to-day. that the Nanking Government | 
was likely to seck a foreign loan at! 
in early opportunity for the purpose 
of strengthening the nation’s internal 
structure by productive revenue-rail- 
ing projects, chiefly railroads. 

‘The Chinese Government, the ine 
formants sald, had recently ‘prepared 
the ground-work for new financing 
by, announeing the resumption of 
payments on two. defaulted loans 
Moated partly in the United States, 

"the Hukuang Railway Lean 
of 1911 and the so-called Chicago 
Bank Loan of 1919. 

Ik wos understood here that Chie 
nese offeials had subsequently opened 
egotiations for a repayment pro- 
gramme in. connection with an out- 
alanding defaulted loan in the United 
‘States, namely, the Pacifle Develop- 
ment loans, which are held exclu 
sively by bankers.

PEOPLE’S CONGRESS 
ON CONSTITUTION 


1,440 Delegates Decided on by| 
Executive Committee 


‘A. poople’s congress to act on and 
pass the proposed constitution for 
the government of China, to be sub- 
mitted by. the Government, was 
decided upon by the standing com- 
mittee of the Central Executive 
Committee of the Kuomintang which 
met in Nanking on April 22. 

‘The Congress will be composed of 
{605 delegates elected trom the allotted 
districts in the provinces and special 
‘areas of the country, 380 representing 
‘Voeations and profession’, 185 special 
members, and 240 nom'nated by the 
‘National Government, 

Persons with privilages to attend 
and participate in the mectings of 
‘the Congress, who, however, are not 
‘delegates, wil Ineliide state coneltion 
ministers’ and chiefs of commissions 
for administrations of the National 
Government, members of the Central 
Executive and Supervisory —Com- 
mittees of the Kuomintang, both 
regular and alternate, and others 

invited by the presidium of the 
Congress, 

Candidates for election to the Con~ 
‘gress will not have to be first oj 
proved of by the Government as first 
Intended, when regulations for the 
Congress were acted upon by 
Central Executive Committee some 
months ago,

‘They ‘pointed out the relative stabll- 
lty of the yuan since the adoption of 
a managed currency, as well as the 
Inerease in the Centfal Government's 
Fevenues in 1996 compared with 1935. 

‘They directed particular attention 
to salt revenue, which increased 
eleven per. cent. in 1936 compared 
with the previous year, and internal 
revenue receipts, which increased 32 
per cent, during the same period, both

A telegraphic inquiry has been 
despatched by Mr. Yeh Hsia-shens, 
member of the Legislative Yuan, to 
General Yu Han-mou, Paeification 
Commissioner for Kwangtung, Gen- 
eral Wu Te-chen, new Chairman of 
the Kwanglung Provincial Govern- 
‘ment, and Mr. Tseng Yang-fu, Mayor 
‘of Canton. 

‘The telegram states: “According to 
press reports, the Kwangtung Pro- 
vineial authorities have decided to

Need for Concern Over the Future 


‘Through mutual concessions alone 
can China and Japan hope to read- 
Just their “relations, the Japanese 
‘Ambassador, Mr. Shigeru Kawagoc 
told the press on April 23. at his 
official residence in Route Pichon. 

‘Explaining that he was sailing for 
Japan next Wednesday on_ instruc- 
ons from the Foreign Office, the 
envoy said that the date of his return 
here will not be fixed until after 
his arrival in Tokyo. 

‘The nature of the Japanese _pro- 
posals for the readjustment of Sino- 
Japanese relations and the date of 
the resumption of negotiations will 
also be determined after he submits 
his report to the central authorities, 
Mr, Kawagoe added.

ment to bring about the reform of 
the civil service In China.

of these expositions on subjects! 
closely inter-connected and vital to 
the future development of the coun- 
try, has pretended that actualities| 
tallied with the principles govern- 
ing the respective schemes with 
which they dealt, Dr. Hsia, in 
chronologically tracing the drafting 
of the Constitution from the very] 
inception of the Republic, took care| 
to draw discreet attention to the 
so-called “transitory provisions’ 
which, in imitation of Germany and. 
the Trish Free State practically, 
suspend the Constitution-to-be by! 
permitting the Central Government | 
to retain overriding powers in 
supersession of the democratic} 
system embodied in the Draft, So,| 
it the People's Congress which is| 
to be assembled next November 
approves that draft, there is still 
contemplated another form of the 
period of tutelage in order to pre- 
vent too violent a transition from the, 
present one-party autocracy to full 
responsible government.

ment”, sixteen months later. The| 
present National Government works 
under an Organic Law first pro-. 
mulgated in Canton on July 1, 1925, 
and subjected to revision and ex- 
pansion on Mareh 10, 1927, Feb. 4, 
1928, Oct. 3, 1928" (Five-Power| 
system introduced) Nov. 17, 1930, 
June 14, 1931, Dee. 26, 1931, and 
Dee.

‘The proposal for a provisional con- 
stitution for the period of political 
tutelage was made by General 
Chiang Kai-shek in 1930. ‘The pre-| 
liminary draft prepared by Dr. 
‘Wang Chung-hul, now Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, ‘was promulgated 
‘on June 1, 1931. In Dee, 1932 Dr. 
‘Sun Fo advocated the preparation 
of a permanent constitution. In| 
January 1933, as President of the 
Legislative Yuan he appointed a 
drafting committee and six months 
later Dr. John C. H. Wu, the vice- 
chairman, as the result of one 
month's lightning study, produced 
what is now known as the John Wa 
draft to give the Committee some- 
thing to work on and to gauge the 
feeling of public opinion. Published 
in June 1933, this Draft formed the 
basis of the Preliminary  Dratt 
which, completed on Nov. 16, was! 
submitted to the Constitution 
Drafting Committee. ‘This body 
produced what was called the First 
Draft on Feb, 23, 1934 and then 
dissolved to be replaced by a larger 
Committee which studied eriticisms| 
of the First Draft and revised it ac- 
cordingly—"The Revised First Draft 
Fof July 9, 1934". ‘The Legislative 
‘Yuan then came into the picture and 
on™ Oct. 16, 1934. After various. 
discussions ‘this gave way to the| 
Legislative Yuan Revised Draft

If Democracy 
requires justification let erities note 
the plain, straightforward manner 
in which Mr. Chamberlain tells the 
country that its defence require 
ments demand further expenditure, 
No heroies decorate the prosaic as- 
sertion that national Mnances must 
be dominated by this need “for 
several years to come.” Clearly the 
rearmament programme has pre- 
vented Mr. Chamberlain from an- 
nouneing a gratifying surplus and, 
probably, further relief to the tax- 
payer. In coming again to the 
stalwart “little man” who played so 
reat a part in the process of re- 
covery, the Chancellor does not 
deign io depart from the ordinary 
Janguage of the counting-house. 
Prose not verse is his medium, 
though, in restoring the income- 
tax to five shillings in the £, he is 
taking back half of the relief he 
was able to give three years ago on 
announcing emergence from the 
worst of the depression. ‘The other 
measure of reventie-finding is no 
less far-reaching, albeit novel in 
ts method of" assessment, It 
throws a definite burden on trade 
and industry, but from the brief 
account of the graduations and 
allowances attaching to it, appears to 
have the merit of diserimination. In- 
cidentally it probably will strength-

‘Mr, Marriner 8, Eccles, the Chair- 
man of the Board of Governors, 
Federal Reserve System, has lately 
expressed the view that 
An exeessive volume of expendi- 
tures results in widespread over- 
time work, ineMeleney, and rapid 
price advances—an unstable and 
undesirable condition » inevitably 
followed by reaction, An Inade- 
quale flow. on the” other hand, 
results in the nonulilization of our 
human and physleal resources, and 
hence a lowered standard of living. 
“The Economist” refers in much 
the same tone to this combination 
of rearmament with a peace-time 
boom when it says that it. 
must clearly produce many stresses 
‘and strains in the Industrial system, 
‘even if normally corrective forces: 
are allowed free scope. But if their 
‘operation is deliberately impeded, 
the evil consequences of an infla- 
tionary boom and its. disastrous 
aftermath may be inevitable, ‘These 
tendeneies, dangerous as they are, 
have yet to manifest thelr more 
extreme egonomle consequences. 
‘There remains “a period during 
which the policy of statesmen may 
mitigate or even avold them, but 
‘that period is limited. ... 
‘Thoughts like these active on both 
sides of the Atlantic afford the 
best hope that steps will be taken to 
avert the danger, but its recognition 
is tho first essential. At the 
moment Great Britain’ is settling 
down grimly to her accepted task 
in good spirit and with a fine sense 
of national unity Mr. Chamberlain 
has produced a budget framed on 
sound lines, Tt faces facts and it 
ives scope for remedial treatment 
of economic ills. Tt certainly af- 
fords testimony’ to the general 
stability of the country as a whole 
and to the vigour of the policy 
which the Government is directing 
for the development of the Empire's 
economic resources and influence: 
in world affairs. 





U.S.A. DEFICITS 


April 23. 

President Roosevelt's _finaneiat 
advisers cannot empower him to do 
more than promise that the federal 
budget shall be balanced next year. 
This year another deficit of what, 
by pre-war standards, would be 
considered mammoth ‘proportions, 
marks the discrepancy between 
yevenue and expenditure, Con- 
fidence in the resumption of the: 
trade recovery, temporarily checked 
by the natural “and industrial 
calamities of the last few month; 
renewed testimony to the strengt! 
‘of American credit and, perhaps 
the feoling that the halo of clec- 
tioncoring triumph still casts its 
glamour on Mr. Franklin Roose 
velt’s impressive head, combine to| 
make acceptable a decision which 
in former times would have been 
severely criticized. Nor can such 
complacency be hypercritically re~ 
buked if note be taken of the Pre- 
sident’s caustic comment on the way 
in which some nations are making 
their rearmament programmes 
synonymous with a strong bid for 
bankruptcy. On this comparison 
the figures lately quoted by. the: 
National City Bank of New York 
throw vivid light in setting out (in| 
millions of dollars) the national de- 
fence expenditures of the world 
at 1936 parity:

Influence of inflation is already felt 

Jn the business life of all countries. 
National debts have “scarcely been 
reduced at all”, recent slight re- 
ductions in taxation are now being 
eliminated in a general increase, 
despite the fact that the “normal 
pre-war rate of industrial growth 
has not yet been regained.” Under 
“pressure of seeming necessity” 
these new burdens are being as- 
sumed. It must be remembered 
that the superficial improvement in 
economic conditions to which such 
gratified attention is being con- 
stantly drawn have this grim back- 
ground. Dubious consolation may 
be found in the fact that nations 
‘are keying themselves up to con- 
Magration pitch by the process of 
weakening if not destroying the 
resources of credit and economic 
stamina essential to the actual 
‘engagement in a large-scale con- 
flict. A better ground for hope that 
eventually means will be found to 
avert the consequences of this loss. 
of international cohesion lies in the 
evident firmness with which res 
ponsible financial opinion _ in 
‘America and Europe is disposed to 
tell the world theso unpalatable 
truths. Even desperate optimism 
plunging into the profitesecking 
operations of the present boom may 
not avail to prevent timely recogni 
tion of the nced for controlling and | 
remedying the sinister tendencies of 
the moment. 

President Roosevelt's programme 
cannot be deseribed as giving much 
definite proof of the Administra- 
tion's ability to provide him with 
the means of ending the cra of 
deficits when he next has occasion 
to present a budget. ‘In a sense he 
seems to be gambling on the 
freedom of the present year from 
disastrous occurrences such as have| 
east their shadow on the financial 
story which he had to tell. Tt may 
be that, occupied with a first-class 
constitutional controversy, he has| 
felt himself politically ‘debarred| 
from taking measures for the| 
balancing of the Budget. He talks 
of retrenchment in expenditure but 
fn the same breath produces huge 
figures for the continuance of relief- 
works. He refrains from proposing | 
Increased taxation and is content’ 
with extending the operation of 
imposts due to expire this Spring 
It seems that the poliey which has 
brought within Federal control 
functions designed to relieve the 
economic condition of the nation 
generally has resulted in a vast 














accession of financial responsibility. 
‘The corresponding diminution of 





charges on the States’ treasuries has 
not been sufficient to give a marked 
resilience in local administrations. 
‘This drawback has, of course, been. 
duly noted but in ‘the view of the 
framers of the policy—fortified as 
they are by an overwhelming vote 
in the recent election—the resultant, 
inerease in efficient distribution of 
economic benefits is expected in 
the long run to afford full justifica~ 
tion, In the meantime the cost 
must be counted and, it seems, 
counted in terms of a continued de- 
fielt. A valuable asset to the 
nation lies in the resumption of 
better relations between the Pre~ 
sidential administration and the 
Jeaders of finance, commerce and 
industry. ‘The co-operation is not 
complete but the President has 
been able to carry through his 
policy of recognizing the needs of 
organized labour by the help of 
the younger type of big business 
‘magnates, such as the Morgans and 
Duponts. The risks of this advance 
to industrial co-operation are 
obviously great, especially in view 
of the former ‘weakness of trade 
unionism in America. As soon as| 
the issue of the Supreme Court has 
‘een determined, the President may 
feel free to adjust the principles of 
his New Deal in securing a more 
‘scientific and more equitable balance 
between the claims of the great] 
organizations which have built up| 
America’s prosperity and the 
hitherto unorganized labour at their 
command. He still has a dificult, 
row to hoe. Time passes. He can 
not afford to say "jam to-morrow" 
fon his next Budget appearance. 
‘That is where the test of his states- 
manship, as -distinet from his 
Political’ genius, will be applied. 











BELGIUM RELEASED 
April 27. 

King Leopold II on Oct. 14 
last sought to confirm and deny a) 
policy which the Belgian Govern- 
ment, with the unanimous approval 
of the Belgian people, enunciated 
on March 4, 1931. As so often hap- 
Pens, partly owing to course of 
events elsewhere, this declaration 
was at once treated as if it were 
betokening a new line of action. 
King Leopold, presiding over a 
Cabinet meeting, had taken as his 
text the rearmament of Germany, 
following the complete militariza~ 
tion of Italy and Russia, the trans- 
formation of methods of war, the 
reoccupation of the Rhineland, the 
weakening of international security 
by the infraction of conventions,| 
‘even those freely accepted, the im- 
possibility of adapting the League 
Covenant to the needs of the 
moment and the internal dissensions 
of certain States which were liable 
to end in rivalry between the social 
‘and political systems of other States. 
On that text His Majesty based the 
view that Belgium had been placed 
“almost in the international position 
she was in before the war” when 
her policy was that of neutrality. 
He argued that Belgium should not 
go beyond having a “military’ 
machine big enough to dissuade’ 
any one of our neighbours from) 
using our territory to attack another 
State" He therefore deprecated 
either a policy of alliance with a) 
single country or a purely defensive 
alliance; the one would weaken 











Belgium's position abroad and 


arouse dissensions at home; 
other would come into effect only 
after the lightning attack of the 
aggressor and consequently would 
bbe too late, ‘The King concluded: 

‘That is why we must follow a 

policy exclusively and entirely 

Belgian, ‘That policy should aim 

resolutely at placing us outside any 

Gisputes of our neighbours. “It Te- 

sponds to our national ideal. 

‘The earlier declaration of 1931 had 
also indicated Belgium's intention’ 
to keep away from the clash of in 
ternational rivalries in which her 
honour and her vital interests were 
not involved, fo pursue an in- 
dependent policy and to take 
whatever steps might be necessary 
to protect herself against attack. 

‘The greater precision of Kiig) 
Leopold's statement and the Euro- 
pean situation as developed at the 
time it was made attracted to It a 
topical attention. At first cortain 
commentators—some of them. 
fathering the thought on the wish—| 
affected to perceive another re- 
pudiation of commitments, another 
rejection of the League of Nations. 
‘This view was not taken by the 
Governments of France and Great 
Britain both of whom realized that 
Germany's withdrawal from the: 
Locarno Treaty had created a new 
situation for Belgium. Responsible 
Belgian statesmen immediately. 
denied that Belgium had renounced, 
the principles of collective security. 
and mutual assistance. Belgium. 
continued to respect the League but 
also the fact that the League system. 
in the past few months, had seemed. 
ineffective. Collective security 
alone was not a suMeient guarantee 
of her integrity. In short, Belgium 
remained loyal to her commitments 
until new and safe diplomatic in- 
struments had been negotiated. 
Although, obviously, the King’s! 
Pronouncement, linked with the 
general deterioration in European, 
conditions, demanded careful re- 
vision of the undertakings botwocn, 
France and Great Britain on the 
‘one hand and Belgium on the other, 
there was never any doubt of the 
correctness of Belgium's attitude. 
Indeed there was the utmost sym. 
pathy for the anxicty of a small 
but highly democratic and pro 
gressive people historically exposed, 
‘as perhaps no other had been, to 
the dangers of European rivalry. 
‘A Great War had beon fought for 
the preservation of — Bolgium’s| 
neutrality but the process had in- 
volved a travail in which Belgium 
land had Jain under foreign control 
for four poignant years and 
‘Belgium's armies under the leader- 
ship of Belgium's King had to de- 
fend their country with but the 
slightest foothold on her soil. 

‘The clarification of Belgium's in- 
ternational rights and obligations 
became, therefore, not merely a 
Prudent act on her: part but a 
necessary proof of the sincerity of 
her friends. The efforts to create| 
a new Pact to replace Locarno were 
seen to be incapable of immediate’ 
fulfilment, Means had to be found. 
to meet King Leopold's justifiable 
anxiety, Franco and Great Britain 
accordingly entered into the ap- 
propriate diplomatic discussions. 
between themselves and with 
Belgium. Broadly it was gathered 
that Belgium wished to remain 
faithful to the Covenant, to lend 








ment of Locarno and to maintain 
her obligations. No return to the 
pro-war neutrality was desired. M. 
Paul Hymans, a former Mintster for 
Foreign Affairs and a veteran 
Belgian statesman, has declared that 
Belgium's 
place geographically makes her a 
atural barrier. ‘Thus history has 
given her a hazardous part to play, 
nd she wilt go on playing this part 
She is Intent on. ensuring by her 
army and. her fortifications, that 
her terttory shall not be used as.a 
base of operations or as a thorough 
fare bya foreign army, and shall 
hot. become a battlefeld for’ the 
settlement of disputes botween the 
‘Great Powers, Her aim, as the King 
ut ity Is to avert. the danger of 
War. Is it reasonable to expect her, 
Inthe present slate of Burope 10 
remain, in aecordamee with the 
Locarno Pact, a guaranteeing Power 
with respect to ‘two such powerful 
countries as France and Germany? 
‘The important Anglo-French joint 
declaration to-day—accompanied it 
is pleasant to observe by a notable 
reaifirmation of Franco-British 
friendship by M. Edouard Daladier 
—sives “Belgium a. sympathetic 
answer in the terms she manifestly 
requires. Tt goes beyond sympathy 
in that it definitely releases her 
from the obligations rightly judged 
by her to be unjust to her present 
position, It thus makes a firm con- 
{tribution to the effort in search of 
that stability by which the peace of 
Europe may be eventually secured. 











HERR HITLER’S OFFER 


April 21, 
Herr Adolf Hitler's birthday cele 
rations have coincided with the 
publication of some of the con- 
versation passing between him and 
Mr. George Lansbury on the pos- 
sible removal of the causes of War. 
‘unofficial discussions of that 
kind extravagant expectations can 
not be founded. More than one 
British statesman, like Mr. Lans» 
bury, has endeavoured to use’direet 
approach to Herr Hitler with the 
admirable intention of discovering. 
@ means for removing obstacles to 
German co-operation in the en= 
deavour to establish a real basis 
of peace. Those conversations can= 
not be said to have been valueless 
no international contact of that 
kind is. Yet thelr tack of authority 
has thrown into sharp contrast the 
bbarrenness of such official conversa- 
tions as have been arranged with 
Herr Hitler by British statesmen 
‘actually in office and competent to 
speak for the British Government. 
It is significant that the announce: 
ment which Mr. Lansbury was 
empowered by the German Leader’ 
to make to the world outside Ger- 
many has not been released in the 
German Press, No-one who knows 
how important it {s to have diplo- 
matic statoments fully checked by 
more than one party to their issue, 
will be blind to the unwisdom of 
dispensing with such safoguards to 
absolute accuracy. No doubt of the 
sincerity of Herr Hitler or Mr. 
Lansbury can be felt. What is the 
statement, according to the latter's 
version? ‘Reuter renders it: 
Germany will be willing to at 
tend a conference and partleipate 
in a united effort for establishing 
economic co-operation and mutual 
understanding between the-nations 
of the world if President Roosevelt 
or the head of another great coun 
try will take the lead {0 call any 
such conference, 
It will be seen that Whitehall re- 
gards this asa logical statement of 
Herr Hitler's long-established posk 
tion—readiness to pledge Germany's 
furtherance of the “cause of in- 
ternational peace and economic co- 
‘operation provided her own political 
freedom is not imperiled in any 
way". It is by no means impossible 
that the reiteration may have more 
significance than appears on. the 
surface, especially as Mr. Lansbury 
‘seems fo have informally conveyed 
the views of M, Leon Blum, M. 
Paul van Zeeland and Scandinavia 
‘on the anxious problem of rearma- 
ment, The recent suggestion that 
M, van Zeeland’s projected visit to 
‘America may, with Franco-British 
Support, open up consideration of 
proposals for a world economic 
conference cannot be loft out of 
account, 

It is well to be cautious in point- 
ing out the limitations of a state- 
ment which might otherwise raise 
hdBes impossible of fulfilment, Herr 
Hitler’s personal ascendancy in 
Germany cannot be ignored espe- 
cially at a time when enthusiastic 
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the new Western Pact in replace- 
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celebrations of his birthday so 
clearly demonstrate the warmth of 
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his countrymen’s affection for him, 
Yet, by reason of the position which 
he holds, it is all the more neces- 
sary to realize that, before his words 
ean be interpreted in a practical 
ight, the relevant diplomatic as- 
‘sessments have to be applied to 
‘them. ‘The issue in Germany of 
some indication of the view taken 
by his advisers on the conversations 
with Mr. Lansbury seems to be an 
essential condition precedent to the 
formulation of definite conclusions 
on the subject. When it is recalled 
that Germany, for reasons which 
no doubt commended themselves to 
her, dectined to participate in the 
Committee on Raw Materials set| 
up by the League of Nations to 
deal with the very question on 
which German attention has been 
specially concentrating in recent 
‘months, it will be realized that un- 
critical acceptance of the Lansbury 
formula is likely to be productive 
of disappointment. Anxiety over 
the perils of the armament race 
justifies the most energetic and even 
‘unconventional prosecution of steps 
for the restoration of international 
eo-operation, ‘There showld be no 
standing on’ dignity, no .ceptical 
doubt of goodwill’ in whatever 
quarter, no reluctance {0 en- 
tertain’ any practical proposal 
calculated to clear the air of 
suspicion and animosity, Past 
experience cannot, however, be 
forgotten. ‘The President of the 
United States of America, for ex- 
ample, is not likely to consider the 
idea of a world conference on 
Economie Co-operation without 
recalling the fate of that much- 
heralded assemblage whieh, at his 
predecessor's bidding came into 
existence in London, only to be 
fossilized in the appropriate atmos~ 
phere of the new South Kensington 
‘Museum as the most spectacular 
failure on record. 

‘The world has learnt much sinee 
then. The fear of the outcome of 
the general rearmament policies of 
all the big Powers has aroused the 
feeling that large-scale sacrifices 
are worth avoidance of another 
cataclysmic conflict, ‘The world~ 
war in microcosm now proceeding 
fon the soll of luckless Spain is 
pointing a sinister moral. But the 
search for peace-preservation can 
not be successfully achieved by 
moral sentiments or comprehensive 
platitudes. Nor is it feasible to at~ 
tempt the solution of economic 
problems unless the ground be pro- 
perly prepared by eliminating those 
dangerous influences which have led 
to the division of the world in 
terms of ethnological, racial, and 
ethical prejudices. ‘The crusade 
accords ill with the dryasdust pro- 
cedure of the conference table. 
‘his docs not deny to individual 
nations their right of managing 
or preseribing their national policies. 
It does preclude them from assert 
ing a readiness to join in the general 
co-operative effort which manicind 
may seek to make in remedial treat 
‘ment of the present malaise, when 
their actions are limited by precon- 
ceived notions of sclf-sufficiency. 
At the moment all nations appear 
to be engaged in fortifying them- 
selves against discernible dangers 
from the breakdown of outside 
policies which in essence have strict 
relation only to the imagined wel- 
fare of the individual country or 
countries responsible for them. Be- 
fore the doctrine of co-operation 
ean be carried into effect it is 
essential to be sure that the will 
to co-operate is active. Hert 
Hitler's new statement as conceived 
by Mr, Lansbury has naturally at- 
tracted “world-wide — speculation. 
Until some ‘of the doubts en- 
gendered by the comparison of its 
sentiments with the actualities of 
the European situation can be 
cleared it is impossible to perceive 
in it more than a satisfactory sign 
that the German Leader's. basic 
desire to avert a general conflagra- 
tion still holds good, As things are, 
the very words of vehement ox- 
hortation with which Herr Hitler's 
‘own licutenants are justifying 
leadership contain a menace little 
compatible with the hopes ap- 
parently aroused in Mr. Lansbury’s 
mind. Oneo again it is necessary to 
urge that the technical capacity of 
professional diplomacy is by no 
means bankrupt. It makes few 
promises but it seldom threatens. 
Tt cannot afford sentiment. Tt hates 
platitudes as the devil hates holy 
water. Yet it still provides the only 
valid test of pronouncements made 
‘on behalf of the nations. If it is 
able to find in Herr Hitler's uncon- 
firmed statement material for a new 
approach to peace-construction, 
Herr Hitler and Mr. Lansbury wil 
have done a great service. But is it?

It is easy to understand the foel- 
ing among’ British -Shanghallanders. 
that they have a special interest in

[cepting applications through certain 
British organizations as a matter of 
privilege was expressly based on the 
Aesire to give all British subjects an 
fequal chance of securing seats. ‘The 
whole “question has been anxiously 
discussed by the Executive Commit 
tee and the arrangements—rightly or 
wrongly—have been conceived a3 
the result of weighing all points of 
view. Whether there has been 
bbreach of the limitations on 
number of tickets sold to individu 
applicants is not clear, but it certain: 
iy does not seem to have been 
noticed by those responsible. Indeed, 
it is believed that every effort was 
made to comply with the conditions. 
be added that ‘there are 
lable tlekets which can 
assure thelr holders of comfortable 
standing or seating accommodation. 
On that point further guidance is 
obtainable from the statement pub- 
shed elsewhere, ‘There remains this 
Jquestion of British rights to privileged 
booking. Complaints on that score— 
however understandable—do not seem 
to have taken into account the fact 
that the Coronation Committee is 
offering to the general public of an 
ternational community an entertain 
ment made possible inno. small 
degree by the courtesy of that com- 
munity. "If, as suggested by some, 
the booking had been opened 
jclusively for British nationals oF 
special reservations up to a certain

“All Kuling resi- 
dents, however, were unanimous in 
pralse of the work of the present 
Administration. Kuling was being 
converted into the nation’s summer 
capttal, 

Nowhere else in China had such 
vast transformations taken place in 
the last decade as in the capital, 
whose population had advanced from 
360,000 to. upwards of a million. 
Few indeed were the instances any- 
where in the world of as rapid an 
expansion of a eity's growth as had 
marked the progress of the new 
Nanking, not only in its increase of 
population, but in building construe- 
tion and general civie improvements.

Sutsien, “Ku, Apr. 15. 

‘A. tragle accident’ took’ place here| 
recently. An explosive shell had 
been found in the mud of the old 
Yellow River bed, and some one took 
ithome as a curlo. A boy of seven 
teen was playing with it ina shed, 
apparently trying to open it and see 
What was inside. His father and two 
neighbour boys were watching him. 
‘4 terrific explosion occurred, killing 
all four and. mutilating thelr bodies 
more or less severely. Other persons 
near by were injured by flying 
fragments of the shell. 

‘As the shed was open on two sides, 
the atmospheric pressure exerted by 
the explosion was not sufficiently 
great to destroy the building, but 2 
piece of shell went through the straw 
Foot. Later, crowds of people came 
to view. the remains, and the shed 
war pushed down by them. 

OMcers held a sort of inquest, 
after which the pieces of bodies 
‘were gathered together as well as 
possible, and buried. 

‘All of the families concerned are: 
said to be in very poor circumstances, 
tnd the woman’ who. was bereaved 
of her husband and son is in a piti- 
able condition. 


Christian Converts

Construction began in earnest after 
‘the announcement that the railway 
station would be erected in the 
feast suburb last year, ‘The Sian 
coup, coming as it did in the depth 
of winter, did not materially affect 
the situation but after the line was 
officially declared open on March 1, 
Aumerous buildings both inside and 
without the city were pulled down 
only to be replaced by more modern 
‘ond imposing structures which ap- 
peared, 80 to spenk, overnight. 

"The main street in the east suburb 
hhas been. widened and all the build 
Ings on the south side have been 
pulled down and reconstructed ‘but 
fon the north side where most of the 
Important inns are situated they have 
been required to set back thelr 
frontages several feet only. 

Influx of Workmen 

‘Thore has been a great influx of 
the more skilled and experienced 
‘workmen from provinces neater the 
coast, enterprising tradesmen have 
deen’ quick to see the possibilities 
‘and equally prepared to grasp the 
opportunities before them. Pricos of 
Tard, rents and costs of building 
material have increased greatly. 
Despite the fact that the cost of 1k 
ing is exceedingly high at the pres- 
‘ent_moment nothing can stop the 
March of progross and daily fresh 
evidences of advance In every direc 
thon may be seen. 

'No sooner are the large trees evt 
from the neighbouring hills than they 
are transported to the scene of action 
to be taken in hand by swarms of 
sy: workmen tolling from daylight 
{iN dark. Shaping, marking, sawin. 
Alting and lol the transformation is 
complete. 

‘A large number of local people 
still make thelr way to the railway 
station in'the cool of the evening to 
see the train arrive from the eupital, 
The engine is a never ending source 
of wonder and delight to the large 
company that assemble dally, 

‘The survey party have reported’ 
that itis not advisable to continue 
ne extension of the railway from 
Paoki to Chengtu via Tienshut and 
are now investigating the possibility 
of crossing the Wel River and plunz- 
ing direct into the southern moun- 
tains down to Szcchuen, 

Doubtless some more suitable route 
will be forthcoming and work should 
commence fairly soon. In uny ease 
the engineers will be faced with the 
problem of another’ substantial bridge 
‘cross the Wel; the course is wide

Terrific Dust Storm Followed by Rain: Unequalled 
During Past Sixty Years 


Frost Our Own Cor 


Kaifeng, Ho, Apr. 15. 

Kaifeng awoke Sunday morning to 
20 of the worst dust storms of recent 
years, but some. of the oldest. in- 
habitants says there was one worse 
than this 60 years ago. Others say 
this was equal to anything they have 
seen. Following an unusually hot 
sunny day on Saturday, Old Boreas 
took up the challenge of an early 
summer, and by morning it was 
blowing’ a gale which was taken off 
the branches of trees and the roofs 
from a few houses, Even the tightest 
foreign style houses had yellow dust 
filtering in all daylong. 

Some friends sald that they could 
taste the sand being served up with 
their food, which invaded the 
kitchens. One smiled as he thought 
‘of some recent newspaper reports 
from the “dust bow!" of America 
saying that visibility was less. than 
haifa mile, “Here all Sunday it was 
seareely ever beyond 100 yards and 
much of the time one had to strain 
to sce the oulline of a tree feet 50 
away. 

‘Next to 9 big window one” could 
see to read big print, but candles 
were necessary” at dinner. There 
have been some pretly severe blows 
in this district whieh lasted a. few 
hours, but this one broke the record 
for length as well as severity, for it 
did not et up for 24 hours. Coming 
fat the end of a ton-months drought 
which has brought famine conditions 
tu threo large areas in Honan, it 
Jooked as though the country’ were 
infor another serious crop failure 
with even more dire results. 

By Monday, however, even the 
heavens wept over our plight and the 
strong cast’ wind which then began 
to blow brought moisture from the 
sea. One of the best spring rains in 
years ensued and this was followed 
by more rain $0 that the horror of 
Sunday has been quickly forgotten in 
these showers of blessing. ‘This will 
be a great help to the wheat crop 
which all thought had been blasted, 
and will prepare the ground for 
planting koollang and millet in see 
tions which were too dty for the 
seed wheat to sprout.

Disease Reported as Well 
Under Control 
Prout Our Ows Coneroxst 


‘Amoy, Apr. 17. 
Dr. Chau Shiusli, “Chiof ‘of the 
Preventive branch ' of the "Public 
Health Department in Foochow, with 
‘eight assistants, arrived in Amoy on 
Monday from the interior. He stated 
that they had passed through the 
Putien, Hwelan and Chuanehow dis- 
iets, distributing plague serum 10 
J clinics in cach district, Aghting the 
plague, lecturing and " advising the 
people’ what to do in such an 
emergency. The disease had now 
Dractically’ been stamped out. 

Tt commenced two months ago in 
the Putlen district where 40 persons 
died from it. In the Hweian district 
the disease broke out ten days ago 
and 170 died. In both these places 
ignorance of preventive measures 
was the cause of It spreading. In 
Chuanchow, seven or eight persons 
died. ‘There has been no further 
spread. Dr. Chau called officially 
upon the Chiat Police Officer of Amoy 
‘and’ addressed a public meeting in 
Chungshan Park "upon "preventive 
Plague measures. These should be 
widely understood and intelligently 
applied by the public. The technical 
medica expert.” Dr. Landauro, who 
‘Accompanied Dr. Chau on this trip, 
along with the assistants, has left 
for Hainan in the ss. Hong Kheng to 
‘begin preventive work there, but Dr. 
Chau Shiu-ll will return to Foochow 
na couple of days.

200 labourers, Including a number of 
women, gathered inthe municipal 
offices on April 13, elamouring for the 
Immediate release of the arrested men, 
‘The Mayor happened to be returning 
to his office at the time and they im= 
mediately surrounded him, Armed 
guards had to be summoned to eviet 
the mob.

OC the Friends of Canterbury Cathe- 
ral,” decided to commemorate the Joy-

Wall-stones were prepared cut out of 
surplus bils of ‘the ancient stone 
‘work, replicas of the ancient. bronze 
eross) Were superimposed, together 
with an inscribed tablet, and the 
Hones ‘were offered as symbols of 
the unity of the church to the 
Cathedral Chureh of the Anglican 
communion. 

Tn the frst instance, £2 stones were 
prepared, and. of these ninety we 
‘ent out to cathedral churches of the 
British Empire, and two to repre~ 
sentative churches in the United 
Slates. Occupying, as did Holy Tr 
ly Cathedral, an extra diocesan 
status, and noi being in a dominion 
‘or crown colony, they were not 
‘among the original ninety. The Dean 
‘and Chapter, however, when approach- 
ed, graciously agreed to prepare 
a ‘similar stone for this cathedral, 
‘and the cost was borne by Mr. D. L. 
Ralph, formerly a member of the 
committee of the Royal Society of St. 
‘George, and also a vestryman of the 
Cathedral, one of the Fricnds of 
Canterbury and a Man of Ker 

Detailing the history of the ancient 
Cathedral ilselt, Dean Trivett said 
that Augustine,” accompanied by a 
band of forty monks, landed in Kent 
in the year $97, Some said that he 
found traces of an earlier Christian 
chureh on this site, but of that they 
hhad no certain knowledge. Historie- 
ally, the cathedral foundation began 
with him, and he became the first 
Archbishop of Canterbury. 


Architectural Masterpiece 

Not only was Canterbury the 
mother chureh of English Christianity, 
Dut it was one of the chief glories of 
English architecture and art, and 
there was very real sense in maintain- 
Ing. that the ‘history of English 
orehitecture might be taught from 
the monuments within it, for some 
of the principal events, together with 
some of the greatest names in the 
history of the ‘nation, were bound up 
rith the story of the Cathedral.

SHANGHAL 


‘Total of 360 Cases Studied 
During ‘Two-Year Period 


By the publication of the Shang- 
hal Birth Control Information 
Bureau's financial reports for the 
periods December 1, 1934, to Decem~ 
ber 31,1995, 

1636, to Janvary 1, 1937, ‘an, indica 
tion’ of the amouni of ‘work con- 
ducted in this important social ex- 
oriment in Shanghai (concerning 
whieh there has deliberately been 
ttle publicity) is now given. ‘The 
‘Shanghai Birth Control League was 
formed in 1930 and in 1934 secured 
the co-operation of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union to form 
the bureau, 

In its two years of operation, the 
Bureau has handled a total number 
of 300 eases, the greatest number: 
‘being in theif thirtios, with those in. 
thoi twenties following closely be- 
hind, Contraceptives sold during 
the period totalied $1,900.29, and those 
bought $023.69, Of the casts studied, 
236 fell into income groups ranging 
from $20 to $200, or of the middie or 
lower middle classes. Only six cases 
of people in the less than §20 class 
were roported, and it is the aim of 
the Bureau to’ extend its activities 
more towards this group. 

‘Housewives led in the cases elassi- 
fed according to occupations, being 
followed by teachers, clorks, factory 
vorkers; those in the medical pro- 
fession, and students. One case cach 
was studied in which the oceup 
tions were given as church worker, 
lawyer and editor, ‘The greatest 
reason given by those forming the 
cases for thelr desire to learn some- 
thing about birth control was, "too| 
many children,” and then “poor 
health” and for “economic” reasons. 

If funds ‘are available, the Bureau 
Js prepared to carry ol intensive 
ficld ‘work, and proposes to do this 
through educational work, — more 
linies in the Shanghai area and 
other cities, and rural elinies through-

PRICE OF MEATS INCREASED 


Prices of beet and mutton in 
Shanghai have registered a 100 per 
ent. Increase, according to an official 
of the Shanghai Butchers’ Association. 
Formerly sold at ten or twenty cents, 
‘a pound of mutton or beef now costs 
thirty or forly cents. 

‘The Inerease, according to the 
‘oficial, resulted from 
the beginning of this year, Meats, he 
said, were in great damand at Tsing.

Japan, “Most of the cattle from Shon- 
tung, ‘Honan, and Anhwel had been 
sent to Tsingtao, and the number of 
200,000 a year in former years. was, 
expected {o be reduced to 00,000 or:

‘The shortage was caused by 
demand for the skin of unborn lamb, 
which was being sold at a much 
higher price than a sheep.

43 Warships, 6,500 Men in 
Port: Submarine Mishap 


Shanghai was turned into one of 
the most powerful naval bases in 
the world ‘on April 24 and for the 
time being, a large representation of 
the world's sea strength, 43 war vessels 
will be massed in this harbour. The 


parade up the Whangpoo River which |- 


began early in the ‘morning was 
Jed by three British submarines which 
were slightly In advance of H.MS.

BLAST 


Roadside Show Broken Up by 
Explosion: Fourteen Hurt 


Fourleon persons—twelve men and 
two women—were injured on 
April 19 at 380. pm. in an ex- 
plosion which occurred on a vacant 
Tot off North Chekiang Road among 
‘a crowd of sixty persons who were 
Watching a Chinese showman put a 
‘monkey through its repertoire on a 
slick. Attracted by the sound of the 
‘explosion, police called an ambulance 
to the scene, and the injured were 
sent to hospital. All but one were 
released after their wounds, which 
proved to be of a minor nature such 
fs bruises of the face and arms, ley 


wounds and lacerations, cte,, had 
been dressed, 
‘Complete mystery shrouds the 


‘cause of the explosion, not one of the 
wounded being able to tell what hit 
him. ‘The show they were wateh- 
ing was one of those commonly seen 
‘on vacant lots these days, and there 
‘was nothing about it to excite suspl- 
clon. Police were reported to be 
completely mystified lastnight, 
after all the injured had been ques: 

toned, and a thorough search had 
Been made of the scene of the 
explosion, 

‘Ten of the injured were sent to St. 
Luke's Hospital while two women 
and two children were taken to the 
Shanghai Sanitarium and Clinic, As 
none of the wounds was very serious, 
fall but one were released later in the 
fatternoon. ‘The only one detained 
‘was suffering from lacerations of the 
forehead. 

Bomb at First Suspected 

Although it was first thought to. be 
the explosion of a bomb that caused the 
damage, it was later decided thet a 
bomb could have had nothing to do 
with it There were no marks oF 
residue of any sort which could give 
the police any hint of the cause. The 
fdea that the explosion of some bulb 
might have been the cause was Iike- 
wise discarded after making an en- 
quiry at the Shanghai Power Com- 
pany. 

‘The mystery remains to be solved. 
‘The wounds and clothing of all those 
injured were inspected at the hos- 
pitals. ‘Nothing’ was. found except 
ossible ixon splinters in the kneo of 
fone of the women, according to the 
report of the ‘Shanghai Sanitarium 
fand Clinic, All dust bins in the area 
were algo searched, Nothing. that 
would give any clue was found.

Hire-car Service Crippled by 
‘Walk-out, 


‘Thursday, Apr. 22, 
Adding to Shanghal's traMe woes 
In no small measure, all chauffeurs of 
the Ford Hire Service, one of the 
city's biggest hire-car companies, 
‘went on strike last night at 8.30 
G'elock. Trouble had been brewing 
‘in the concern for some days, accord- 
ing to a statement by the manage- 
ment of the firm, and It fared into 
open revolt last night- Not satisfled 
with walking out, nearly elghty of 
the striking chauffeurs did not return 
heir cars to the various stations in 
to lly folowing thelr ast all be- 
fore 830 pm. but drove them to 
Kiangwan to the Civie Centre, 
wag apparently a carefully arranged 
ove, and it was done so swiftly that 
It was @ little while before the 
‘nionagement became aware of it and 
could slop the remainder of thelr cars 
from being spirited away. 

‘The walk-out followed the dismissal 
fof one chauffeur, who was accused by 
the management of repeated acts of 
Insubordination. ‘The ‘union leaders 
thereupon demanded the man's reln- 
statement and threatened a strike. 
This demand was met by a direct 
refusal on the part of the manage- 
ment, who stated last night that they 
believed this a move on the part of 
the union which, if successful, would 
be followed by’ further series of 
troubles in the hire-car services of 
Shanghal,

“The independence programme for 
the Islands has. passed through its 

ial stages but’ there yet remain 
problems which await solution and 
‘questions In regard to whieh decisions 
‘must be reached. A large measure 
‘of autonomy in’ the administration 
fof domestic affairs has been ent-usted 
by the Independence Act to the 
people of the Philippines through 
the Commonwealth Government 
inaugurated under that Act. This 
was a wise provision of our Congress 
Decause the people of the Islands are 
thus enabled, through the medium of 
thelr own officials and in their own 
way, to work out a programme of 
adjustment in preparation for inde 
pendence in 104 

“Although the United. States still 
‘exercises sovereignty over the Istands, 
it Is our policy not only to avoid 
unnecessary interference with “Uhis 
autonomous. authority ‘so long as it 
is exercised in accordance with the 
Purposes and provisions of the In- 
dependence Act and of the Constitu= 
lion of the Commonwealth Govern- 
ment but also to give’ helpful en- 
couragement to the new government 
in a spirit of sincere co-operation.

“In view of the cxpacity for seif- 
government’ and the adherence to 
democratic annd constitutional prin- 
ciples heretofore demonstrated by 
the people of the Philippine Islands, 
all of us hope and expect that they 
will continue to justify thelr faith 
Jn the principles of liberty and self 
government.

U.S. EXPORT BANK 
OFFICIAL HERE 


Mr, W. Pierson Will Study 
Credits Possibilities 


Washington, Apr. 22. 

Mr. Warren Pierson, President of 
the United States Export and Import 
Bank, who at present is in Ching, is 
investigating the feasibility of advanc- 
Ing credits. to United States firms| 
interested "in supplying materials, 
particularly machinery, to the Chi- 
fnose market, it was disclosed here 
tonday. 

‘The’ Export and Import Bank 
already holds the residue of Chinese 
Government obligations on the so 
called cotton and wheat loans of 1983. 
Tt was understood that the bank, 
which is the officlat agency designed 
to promote exports and imports, is 
not legally capable of extending 
eredits directly to China, 
‘assist United States exporters inter- 
‘ested in tho Chinese market. 

‘The Bank recently guaranteed 
credits to cotton exporters shipping, 
to Ttaly, it was learned. 

Special interest is being attached 
to Mr, Plerson's visit in view of 
reports that the” export credit 
guarantee section of the British Board 
of Trade had sent a permanent agent, 
Mr. W. M. Kirkpatrick, to China. Mr.

‘Materials “Markets. Soon after the 
Great War if fell to my lot to in- 
vestigate the difficulties which the 
British Silk ‘manufacturers were 
experiencing in producing plain silks 
showing the perfection of the Japan- 
‘ese. silks. On a Japanese Govern- 
‘ment official visiling Leeds University. 
T proposed exchange of information| 
‘and, in rturn for certain informa 
tion T supplied with reference to 
British ‘Wools, this official informed! 
‘me that the Japanese manufacturers 
‘naturally Kept the best silk yarn for! 
their own ‘This would seem 
to be supported by Mr. Frank Far- 
rel, the President of the British 
Silk Association, who in criticising 
the lecture I gave before the Royal 
Society of Arts stated that notwith- 
standing the institution of the Con- 
ditioning “Houses at.

More Memories of Slocombe 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonmu-Curwa Dany News" 
‘Sm—I have been very interested 
Jn the last paragraph of Tarroots's 
Totter, elthough Tam afraid T cannot 
jauree wita the opinions that precede 
it But can assure Tarroor that 
if ‘the seating arrangements at 
‘Slocombe-on-the-Marsh are in any 
wav different from those in Shanghai, 
then at is merely due to the incidence 
ef the Great War. I mvsel€ come, 
froma village on a marsh and T 
have vivid memories of arrangements, 
maile for festivities in pre-war days. 
We had, of course, practically 
unlimited’ open space and therefore 
fon the oceasion of a Coronation, let 
us say. the seating arrangements 
presented no difficulty—the spectators. 
ould sit where they liked without 
ineommoding each other and the 
various grades of society fell 
naturally into their own groups. But 
what T have in mind were the 
arraiigements made for concerts which 
were sometimes held for charitable 
objects. The prices were. if 1 
remember rightly, 9/- 2/- and 1/-. 
Rather dear, you ‘will say, consider- 
ing what we can get for $1, but you 
‘must remember that 1am’ speaking 
‘of pre-war times, when the nearest 
cinema wax 25 miles away and we 

hhad no bus service, 

‘The actual arrangement of the 
seating was entirely in the hands of 
the Reetor’s wife. The first peovle 
to be considered, of course, were 
the Squire and his party. He would 
signify at once how many seats he 
would require, and. after’ they had 
been allotted io him—in the front 
row, for in those days that wos the 
place of honour, although to us 
cinema-minded people it, would not 
‘appear a. good position—the Rector’s, 
‘wife would then ‘send notes to the 
‘more prominent gentlepeople in 
village asking them if they would 
Hike to, come down and book thelr 
seals. ‘This they did immediately— 
the favourite seats being next to the 
Squire or immediately” behind him 
‘and his party. After, that bills were 
put up in the grocer’s shop and the 
ost office to the effect that booking 
for the concert was now open and 
Seats could be obtained at the 
Rectory. It was, of sourse, known 
that there were reserved seats, but it 
was also fully understood who would 
be expected to sit in them and 
there Wwas no il feeling aroused. It 
Ig interesting to remember that the 
farmers and. their families, although 
often much better off than many of 
the reserved scatholders, always of 
thelr own free will booked | their 
seats as far away from the Squire 
‘as possible. They paid their rents 
to him, and they hod, of course, the 
reatest respect and ' affection for 





t| him, but they did not wish to sit 


near him. Occasionally alittle 
dificulty would arise when on im- 
portant resident ina neighbouring 
Parish, hearing of the offort we 
were about to make, and wishing to 
assist a good cause, would send his 
coachman at the last moment for, 
say, 3 resorved seats, This difficulty 
‘was, however, easily overcome | by 
marking his seats, for example, 5, 6, 
‘and 7B. or by ihe Rector's family 
giving him theirs and going further 
back—a thing which they were T 
am glad to say, always willing to do, 
‘Another interesting. recollection of 
mine is that in the villages, at any 
rate, the Sumptuary Laws were, on 
Public "occasions very carefully 
observed. ‘The Squire and his party 
would arrive at a concert in’ the 
fullest of evening dress, and it was 
always interesting 10 see them come 
in, because some of the ladies were, 
‘expecially if they came from London, 
quite startling The rest of the 
Feserved seatholders would also do 
the best they could in that way. 
because it was felt that the villagers 
appreciated the compliment. But 
the farmers’ wives and daughters 
would resolutely stick to hats and’ 
costs and skirts. T do not know 
whether these Sumpluary Laws are 
SUIT on the Statute Book or whether 
they have been repealed. “but 1 
think it is interesting to reflect that 
the tradition sill held up to 1914. 
One of the first things that struck 
me at the first féte held on the 
Rectory lawn. after’ the conclusion 
of the War was the difference in 
the attire of the young people—I 
have siill a vivid recollection of a 
grey lounge sult worn by a young 
man just out of uniform that 
‘occasioned a good deal of adverse 
‘comment among the older “people. 
And at village dances since the War 
it has not been uncommon to see 
here and there a dinner Jacket and 
the girls also dressed in a manner 
that in pre-war days would” have 
been ‘considered most unsuitable. 
T do hope, Sir, that you have not 














been bored “by "my _ reminiscences. 
But I ‘feel that in Shanghai there 
‘must be many people Ike myself 
Who treasure these old memories of 
the vanished grace of a day. that 
is gone” that will, T fear, in England 
at all events, never come back to 








us. It is to me very pleasant to 
think that in Shanghai, at all events,

‘The claim is the 
Fesult of an accident at Batkal Road 
on July 21 last year, when the plain 
tira Boy, was injured by defendant's 
car, “Counsel in the case were Messrs. 
W. D. Rodger, for the plaintif, and 
J. R, Jones, for the defendant, 

“We all must feel extremely sym- 
pathetic towards the plaintiff, ‘who 
Was involved in’an-aceldent of this 
kind" said Judge” Mossop, ‘giving 
judgment, “but at the same time T am 
Bound by the law, and unless T could 
ind negligence onthe part of the 
defendant there is no question ‘of my 
being. able, to assist the plaintiff in 
‘this court” 

Th ‘the course of his judgment, 
Judge Mossop sald that the undls- 
puted facts of the ease were that 
defendant was driving his ear down 
from Baikal Road in a south-westerly 
direction and the plaintift before the 
accident was in an'alleyway, Lane 73, 
Gn the north side of the road. ‘The 
cohision occurred at some point on 
Baikal Road in the vieinity” of th 
Jane, Tt was not disputed that the 
plaintiff as the result of the accident 
id sustain very serious" injuries. 
‘There was a complete fracture of the 
Fight fomur, and the plaintiq was 
permanently’ injured and crippled, 

Plaintif’s Case 

Tt was also undisputed that im- 
mediately after the aceident defendant 
‘dvew up his car practically opposite 
Lano 73, "Plaintiff's case ‘was’ that 
defendant was driving the car very 
st, ond instead of Keeping to the 
Correct side of the road, was driving 
fon the right side, committing a 
breach of the  traffle regulations, 
Plaintit came out of the alleyway 
intending to cross the’ street, saw de- 
fendant’s car and stopped.

‘Mr. Green’ summoned the’ presi 
dents and oMcers of 108 local unions 
to meet with the executive council 
‘at Cineinnati on May 18 to plan o vest 
organizing drive against the CLO, 
2nd also to ereato an emergeney “war 
chest.” ‘The Federation may ievy a 
special tax on its members to fine 
the campaign. It'may also levy an 
emergency assessment on the loyat 
tunfons themselves, but it Is generally. 
believed that the 'A. F. of L. will be 
financially hampered’ because the 
CLO. robs It of one third of its 
‘membership. 

‘The Committee for Industrial Or-

Rangoon, Apr. 2. 

‘The new Constitution which came: 
into force in’ Burma’ yesterday is 
Dased on the new Indian Constitution 
which was the outcome of the Simon 
Commission's Report in 1920, and was 
given a legal basis by the Govern- 
ment of India Act, 1935. "A definite 
pledge was given by the Prime 
Minister that the choice of separation 
by Burma would jn no wise prevudiee 
her prospects of constitutional ad- 
vanee, but the Burma Constitution 
is fundamentally different from that 
of India in one respect, that It is a 
unitary Constitution, whereas the Tn 
dian Constitution is Federal, and is 
framed to Include the Indian States 
fas woll as the Provinces. In Burma 
there are no. states outside British 
ferritory except three very small snd 
backward states in Karenni whieh 0 
not affect the problem. 

‘The main difference between the 
new and the old forms of Govern- 
ment is the abolition of dyarehy. 
under which half the departments 
wore administered by irremovable 
permanent officials and half by elect 
ed. Ministers with no joint. ¥espon- 
sibility, and the introduction af. the 
English, system of Cabinet Govern 
ment, ‘There is a Cabinet or Council 
of six Ministers, “under a Chief 
Minister, appointed by the Governor 
‘a8 far as possible from the strongest 
party in. the Legislature, dependent 
fn a majority of the Legislature for 
thelr support, and lable to be turned 
‘out of voffies “if. they cannot obtain 
the support of the House, 


Not Fully Democratic 

It was, however, held by the Homo. 
Government that’ neither India nor 
Burma was yet Mt for the full de- 
moeratié sysiom of Government un- 
der which the Legislature has comn- 
plote control over the Executive, and 
that a certain amount af power must 
bbe reserved in the hands'of the Bx- 
ecutive, to be exercised by the Gov- 
ernor, ‘This is provided for in. the 
so-ealied safeguards which have given 
rise to so much bitter controversy. 











‘The Acts of Parliament” do noi 
explain these safozuards quite “as 
clearly a8 they might, and itu 


necessary to turn to the’ Governor's 
Instrument of Instructions to under- 
‘stand the system proprly. 

‘The Governor is given two powers, 
to be exercised in different depart 
ments of Government. In some cases 
he is empowered to act “in his dis- 
erotion,” and In other cases to ‘net 
“according to his individual jude 
mont." ‘The distinction between 
‘these powers I briefly that in rik 
tors in which he acts in his disero- 
ion he Js not bound to consult his 
Ministers at all, and they are not 
loyally entitled ‘to advise him. “In 
‘matters in which he exercises his 
individual judgment he is bound to| 
consult the Minister oF Ministers 
concerned in the first place, but is 
specially enjoined that he should not 
accept their advice if he considers It 
against the true interests of good 
overnment. 

‘The Governor of couse has the| 
Inherent power of veto which all 
hheads of States possess, and his assent 
Ix necessary to all acts of the Lexis- 
ature just’ as is tho assent of the: 
King ih England, ‘The peculiarity of 
the now Tndian Constitution ties in 
the fact that whereas in England the: 
Grown has a theoretical right to veto 
any det of the Legislature, a right 
which has inthe course" of time 
fallen so much Inte disuse that in 
practice it no longer exists, in India 
and Burma there are special subjects 
Inid down in which it is the definite 
duty of the head ‘of the Executive 
to intervene in certain circumstances. 





How Ditferent from Dyarchy 

‘The question naturally arises how 
far this is different from the old 
system of dyarchy. “As far as the 
special departments are concerned in 
which the Governor has to aet in his 
Aiseretion there is no real difference. 
‘The most important of these subjects 
in’ Burma are defence, external 
affairs, excluded areas and monetary 
polley’ and eurreney. The last does; 
‘not arise at present, as Burma con 
tinues to use the indian currency, 
‘and there will stilt be in Rangoon a 
branch of the Reserve Bank of Tadia, 
whieh is the official bank for the Gov- 
ernment. Burma has quite enoush 
problems to face without taking on 
the additional one of a separate 
currency, and it is to be hoped. that 
this system will remain In force for 
a number of years. 

Otherwise what it comes to is that 
the Governor himself holds the port- 








folios for defence and foreign affairs. 
Foreign affairs in Burma are not of 
Great importance; relations » with 
Siam and French Indo-China have 
for years been most friendly, and. 
there is no reason to anticipate any 
events on this part of the frontier. 

"Tho Commission under a neutral 
arbitrator appointed by the League 
‘of Nations which has just completed 
Us work on the delimitation of the 
Burma-China frontier through the: 
tunadministered War States will. it is 
hoped, settle this disputed question, 
and most of the rest of the frontier 
between the two countries runs. 
through very difficult mountainous 
country sparsely inhabited by back- 
ward hill-tribes, where nothing is 
Mkely to happen beyond occasional 
raids by gangs of bandits 

Government of Excluded Areas 

Excluded areas is a term which 
probably means nothing to these| 
Unfamiliar with India and Burma. At 
‘every step in constitutional advance 
fn these ‘countries there have been | 
certain areas, inhabited for the most 
part by primitive tribes, where’ the| 
democratic system Is 80 obviously| 
unsuitable that it has been impossible | 
{o Include them in the general ferm| 
of government, and where It is im- 
possible even ‘to apply most of the 
laws of the country, and where the 
only possible form of government is 
the simplest aystem which can be| 
devised, suitable to a people stilt in 
the tribal stage, with no written 
anguage of their own, and still ad-| 
dicted in some cases to such customs 
as blood-feuds, slavery, head-hunting 
‘and human saerifice, if they can 
practise them with a reasonable 
chance of not being detected. 

‘Of these excluded areas Burma for 
‘geographieal reasons possesses morc 
than any other part of India, but they 
fall’ into two ‘completely " different 
categories. ‘The first is the Federated 
Shan States, lying to the east. of 
Burma proper, which really corres- 
pond to the Native States of India 
‘with this Important difference that 
they are British territory. Their 
rulers have, however, nearly as much 
independence as the rulers of any but 
the largest of the Indian States, and 
the Burmese system of | suzerainty 
has been continued rather than dir- 
eet administration. 

‘Shan States of a similar kind exist 
Jn China, and the Shans or ‘Tai are 
a completely different race to the: 
Burmese and have no wish to give: 
lup their semieindependent | position 
and come under the new Constitution 
of Burma where they would be: 
‘swamped by the Burmese and would 
receive Utile consideration, for the: 
Burmese are ag arbitrary as the Chi- 
nese in elassing all the tribes on their 
frontier as wild men.

INCONSEQUENCES 
By Lareaton 


Anzac Day, April 25, is specially 
dedicated to’ the memory of the 
‘Australian and New Zealand Army 
Corps which on that day in 1915 
‘made its name in history. It must 
not be overlooked that in that biss 
‘engagement, the Lancashire landing 
‘and the rest of the exploits of th> 
29th Division, the extraordinarily 
gallant diversion by which the 
Brench captured Kum Kale and 
held it bravely against fierce 
eounter-attacks, the gallintry of 
Indian troops and, above all, the 
‘marvellous support from the Allied 
naval forces, played full part in 
tho enterprise. But Anzac Day it 
iw called, and justifiably so. 


‘The original intention had been 
to land the Australian and New 
Zealand Army Corps near Gaba 
‘Tepe with the purpose of striking 
across the neck of the Peninsula 
towards Maidos. Mr. Winston 
Churchill in his classic record of 
‘the War explains that this descent 
was to lake place before dawn 
without artillery preparation in the 
hope of making great headway 
while the Turkish forces were in- 
volved at the end of the Peninsula 
with the 29th Division. 

‘The original conception of the 
military attack on the Dardanelles 
was taken on February 16. ‘The 
Anzaes were in Egypt, and with the 
Lancashire Territorials and one In- 
dian brigade they were ordered to 
the Dardanelles to participate in 
Ianding, For a description of the 
country the reader cannot do better 
than refer to Mr. Winston Chur- 
chill's record: 

‘The Gallipoli Peninsula stretoh 
into the Bxoan Sen for 52 mil 
und ig at its broadest 12. mil 
feross. But its ankle, the Tsthm 
Whieh joing st to the’ Mainland, is 
only 3% miles wide near the village 
‘of Bulair: and nt ite neck opposite 
Maldos. at “the south-western end 
‘the width is searecly 6 miles. This 
very considerable area is, mount- 
‘uinous, rugged and broken by 
ravines, “Four main pill features 
dominate the ground: the seml-cir- 
fcutar chain of hills, surrounding 
Suvla Bay rising to 000 or 700 feet; 
the Sart Bair Mountain just over 
1,000 fect high; ‘The Kilid Bahr 
Plateau opposite. the Narrows be- 
tween 600 and 700 fect, high: and 
about 6 miles from the  south- 
‘western Up the peak of Achi Baba, 
silso 700 fect high. 

Outside the Straits the tanding 
places are comparatively few. ‘The 
tiffs fall. preeipltously to the sea 
and are ploreod only by occasional 

arrow gullies. ‘The surface of the 

wsula is covered for the most 
y ub, interspersed. with 
patches of cultivation, A consider 
fable supply of water in springs and 
‘wells exists throughout the region, 
particularly in. the neighbourhood 
‘of Suvla Bay. One other feature of 
ppractleal,signineanee requires to be 
holed, The tip of the Peninsula 
from ‘Ach! Baba to Cape Helles has 
the appenrance from the sea of be- 
Ing a gradual stope, but in fact this 
all-important tip Is spoon-shaped and 
thus to-a very large extent pro- 
teeled by is rim from direct naval 
fe. 
























‘The amphibious operations in- 
volved in this attack opened an 
important question the answer to 
which was concealed from both 
sides; and even if the eventual 
evacuation be taken as a sign th: 
the answer for the attackers was in 
‘the negative, controversy will still 
age round the possibility that com 
plete suceess was only averted by 
unexpected defeets in human pres 
lence. ‘That docs not really come 
into an appreciation of the landing 
eelebrated to-day—eelobrated, per- 
haps, with greater fervour’ than 
Before because at the moment 
representatives of the Anzaes arc 
in the mother country attending on 
the Coronation of the King. 

‘The plan of landing near Gaba 
‘Tepe was defeated by accident. In 
the darkness the long line of towed 
oats missed direction and actually 
brought the troops whieh they con 
tained to a point a mile farther 10 
the north. ‘There, steeply overhung 
‘by cliffs, lay Ari Burnu Bay, since 
renamed in honour of the day, 
‘Anzac Cove. The cliffs enabled the 
Janding to be made with little loss, 
Dut it carried the Anzacs away from 
a level plan to deep ravines jutting 
‘out from the mountain of Sari Bair. 














It also put a bigger gap between the 
Anzaes and the 29th Division at 
Cape Helles. 

‘The Turks did not let the landing 
proceed unopposed, their pickets 
engaged the invaders, but the 
Anzacs could not be denied. In 
half an hour, in the dim light before 
dawn, 4,000'men had been landed. 
Skirmishing developed into. an 
action, the invaders pressed inland 
and by daylight had made good 
progress. At 7.30, 8,000 men had 
been landed. By '2 o'clock in the 
afternoon 12,000 infantry of the 
Jeading Australian Division were 
ashore, occupying a semi-circula 
position. A New Zealand brigade 
followed with the 2ad Division, and 
in 24 hours 20,000 men and a smal! 
brigade of Indian mountain artillery 
hhad been landed. 





‘The Australians were making 
history, but they also helped 
anothet man to make Turkish his~ 
tory. Mustafa Kemal Bey, then 
commanding a Turkish” division, 
hearing of the landing near Ari 
Burnu and receiving orders from 
his superior commander to send 
only a battalion to deal with it, 
jumped to the seriousness of the 
position. He varied the orders he 
had received and under his own 
Teadership the whole of the 57th 
Regiment, accompanied by a battery 
of artillery, made straight for the 
scene of the invasion, ‘They came 
in contact with the Turkish forces 
falling back before the Australian 
advanee. On his own initiative he 
ordered another regiment to the 
scene and thus when the Turkish 
Commander-in-Chief arrived he 
found the whole of his reserves 
drawn into the battle, together with 
10 battalions and all the available 
artilary, In Mereo conflet with the 

Bitter and confused was the 
struggle which followed. ‘The long: 
Vimbed athletle Anzaes thrust. in- 
nnd in all directions. with flere 
ardour as they had sprung petl-mel 
‘ashore from. the boats, intent on 
seizing overy Inch of ground that 
they ‘could, ‘They “now came in 
contact with extremely well-handied 
tnd bravely led troops and moment 
arlly Increasing artillery fre. In 
the deep guileys, among the rocks 
‘and serub, many small bloody ghts 
were fought to the end, Quarter 
‘was nelther asked nor given; parties 
of Australians cut off were killed to 
the Inst man; no prisoners wounded 
‘or unwounded were taken by the 
the ‘Turks 














‘The fury of the battle, the 
heaviness of the losses on’ both 
sides, created a critical position for 
the invaders, and the Australians’ 
‘supreme commander, General Bird~ 
wood, felt that re-embarkation was 
essential. Sir Tan Hamilton, in. 
whose hands lay the whole of the 
Dardanelles military _ operations, 
‘supported by Admiral Thursby, was 
inclined, in the light of the gallantry 
with which the landing had been 
effected, to perceive a greater spirit} 
of resistance than even the Aus- 
tralian commanders were prepares 
to recognize, “Dig in and stick it| 
‘out” was the order from Hamilton—- 
and history tells how splendidly it 
was obeyed, and through the| 
months that’ followed the Anzacs| 
hold thelr ground on that Peninsula, 


‘The story of Birdwooa's honour- 
able hesitation and Hamilton's re- 
Jection of it has been told by Siz 
Roger Keyes. Birdwood's letter ran 
thus: 

Both my Divisional Generals and 
Brigadiers have represented to me 
that they fear thelr men are 
thoroughly demoralised by shrapnel 
fire, to whieh they have been sub- 
Jected all day after exhaustion and 
gallant work in morning. Numbers 
have dribbled back from ring Tine 
‘and cannot be collected in this dim 
cull country.

It is ap- 
propriate, therefore, ‘to conclude 
this reminiscence with a quotation 
from the broadeast being issued to~ 
day from the B.B.C’s studio in 
London. ‘The broadcast is compiled 
by Mr. Van Gielgud in memory of 
the landing of the Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force on Gallipoli 
beaches and it will end with a 
tribute from enemy sources to the 
unsuccessful .attackers: 

‘They did not win, but they came 
across three thousand miles of sta, 
f Tittle army without reserves and 
short of munitions, a band 
brothers, not half of them half 
trained, and nearly all of them new 
to war. ‘They came to what we said 
was an impregnable fort, on which 
our veterans of war had laboured 
for two months, and by sheer naked 
manhood they ‘beat us, and drove 
us out of it. Then rallying, but 
without reserves, they beat us again, 
and drove us further, ‘Then rally- 
ing once more, but. still without 
reserves, they beat us again, this 
time to our knees, ‘Thon, had they 
had reserves, they would have con- 
quered, but by God's pity they had 
none.

Her Distant Heme 

Kanze, hor home, lies fifteen days| 
from ‘Tachienlu and on the main 
north road to Lhasa. With another 
young fellow T was entertained in her 
‘magnificent palace in 1911, the year 
of the Chinese Revolution. At that 
time her father was alive and it was 
said that the only way to flnd ac- 
ceptance with the reigning prince 
was {0 ride Into the palace court- 
yard like royal visitors. It was a 
old stroke but it was successful, 
Immediately the prince's ‘retainers 
took charge of our horses and our 
baggage and we were shown into a 
Jarge suite of rooms. Very soon the 
prince's attendants were waiting on 
us and everything was provided in 
a princely fashion. 

‘The Kangsar Prince, the young 
colonel's father, aid his best to on- 
tertain us and! we enjoyed a very 
friendly visit. Ter brother, the pre- 
sent Kangsar Tnearnatien, if he was 
bom then, must have been avery 
‘small boy. He is now one of the 
threo great incarnations in the Land 
of the Lamas: ‘one, being the Muli 
Incarnation and the other the Dalat 
Lama. On that occasion, 1911, we 
visited the great lamasery at Kanze 
‘and were much impressed by its size 
‘and Importance, On occasions, I be- 
Hieve, the lama roll ‘musters’ 3000 
lamas. 

‘Kanze, the home of Dehchen Wang- 
mo, is How the most important een 
tre’ in Eastern Tibet. Twenty-five 
years ago its importance lay in the 
fact that the Kangsar Prince had his 
‘residence there; that it was the centre

of a large nomad population and 
‘hat the Kanze lamasery was on 
Important seat of learning and cule 
ture. ‘The Draga Lama, who died 
some years ago, was probably the 
‘most cultured lama in Eastern ‘Tibet 
and a warm friend of the Tachlentu 
missionaries, His incarnation, a tit 
tle child belonging to the Wasijub, 
fs at present here in this city, 
Becentrle Mermit 

Kanze was also famous for a very 
‘eccentric hermit. who sat_nakod in 
a cave some distance ‘from the 
Tomasery. He wns sald to possess 
high occult, powers and the super- 
stitlous flocked to him trom every 
quarter, 

‘With long, uncombed hair hanging 
‘over his shoulders this naked indivi- 
dual sat night and day, summer and 
winter, in his Tonely’ ‘cave helping 
all who came. to him with his mys- 
tical and magical words. ‘The Draga 
Lama made Kanze famous by his 
wide learning and the large religious 
Institution attracted scholars from 
many parts of Tibet, F 

‘Liberal in his ideas he regarded 
all ‘religions as making their contri- 
bution to the well-being of mankind; 
‘and when a Christian book Was sb 
mitted to him for language correction 
his comments were always wise and 
o the point. “His erudition lifted him 
hhigh above ‘the substratum of Igmor= 
‘nee and superstition that surround 
fed him and asa scholar he was known 
fand respected allover the land, 
‘The Kangsar Incarnation, brother of 
Dehchen, ig not so well’ known but 
he 's the head af a great religious 
institution that maintains a high 
standard of Yearning and devotion. 

But tho prestige and influence of 
the prince, lama, incarnation and 
scholars pass into the shade when 
this young charming princess comes 
‘en the scene. The lama-scholar may 
shed light on dark and intricate re- 
ligious problems; “Dehehen Wangino 
disarms fear and suspicion by her 
‘open, free and’ charming manner. 
"To ‘see Quecn Elizabeth once is to 
be her devoted ‘servant for te” 
might also be said about this young 
Deungarian “Princess, Her soldiers 
fare devoted and. seldom leave her 
skadow, What they would do in 
‘actual warfare, however, remains to 
be seen, When 10,000 ' Communists 
appeared in Kanze last year the 
young peiuecss and her 1,000 warriors 
eelded to retire in favour of the 
Reds; and this "no doubt was done 
to save the destruction of ‘the large 
‘and Important Inmasery. 

Mistorleal Background 

‘The history of Kanze, now becom= 
ing. a place of importance, dates back 
{fo the days of Gengis Khan, A great 
‘Mengol prince, s0 the story’ goes, had 
fa very large family, and son No. 17, 
no doubt finding hit quarters some: 
what eramped, decided to leave the 
family roost, and find pastures green 
in another part of Asia, ‘The head 
‘of this Mongolian tribe was known 
fas Olrat or Dzungar, and from whom 
Dzungaria probably took its name, 

‘This great platcau in central Asia 
became the home of the Dztngars, 
part of whom in later years migrated 
fouth into northern Tibet and finally 
settled near the head waters of the 
Nyalung. ‘The country in whieh the 
Daungars settled was known os 
Dresho or Dreo and itis reported 
that a well known Saja Lama named 
the Mustrious Droyon went out to 
welcome the Dzungarian Princo, ine 
viling him to make his home in. what 
Inter" became the Ave Horba States. 
The term’ Horba presents “many 
philological and enthnological dim- 
fullies.. Jn the Tibetan dictionary, 
Horba simply means a Dzungarian oF 
‘a herdsman from northern ‘Tibet, 

In Kham the term is always con- 
nected with the Five States; and the 
story goes that a decendant of Hor 
Jinkiskan, that is, Gengis Khon, had a 
‘descendant named Horsechengan, who 
hada son named Hergodan, who 
married a Dresho woman by’ whom 
he had five sons. "These after the 
death of the Mongol Prince, their 
father, divided the kingdom into five 
slates known as: Kangsar, | Mazur, 
Dreo, Drago and Behri; and these are 
the bare facls of the history of ene 
of the mast romantic migrations in 
eentral Asia, During the rein of 
the Manchu” Emperor Chien Lung. 
Deungaria was brought under, direct 
Chinese administration; but did this 
Include the seattered remnants who 
ad wandered into other parts of 
central Asin? ‘The nemad population 
inhabiting the whole northern part 
of Tibet is known as Horba, or 
homads or Mongols; and the Horba 
residences in the three great lama- 
series near Lhasa, namely Drebung, 
Sera and Guidan,’ go by the ancient 
name of Dreo. ‘The point, however, 
which presents the greatest difieulty 
Js, what is the significance of the 
‘word Hor? 

‘That these Horbas, now occupying

Dangerous Incident at United Photoplay Studios : 


Chinese and 


Manila Films

Barly In the week an exciting and 
dangerous incident occurred at the 
United Photoplay studio, Several ac- 
tors were assembled inside a farmer's 
humble dwelling, placed in the centre 
‘of the movie Tot. According to the 
Script. an incendiary bomb. would 
tilght upon the siraw roof. ‘The 
actors were to scream at the’ sight 
‘of the flames, run round the room 
for a few soconds and then Jerk at 
the door which would nally open to 
et them out in very dramatic 
manner. 

Every precaution had been» ob- 
gered to prevent the fire’ trom 
spreading. Woven walls and root 
were thin, 0 burn quickly and die 
down, Uke house stood by an artificial, 
non-combustible tee, nothing that 
‘would burn was left in the house, 
Everything was thought to be fire 
and. foolproof, 

"The director, Mr. Tsia Chu-shen. 
‘shouted dircetions, cameras, texan to 
tind, property men. gaped, Every- 
body in the studio who was free from 
othor duties, slood by, for this was 
fan unusial seene. The fire made 
ood headway, mich action went on 
inside the house, » yet the door re- 
mained elosed. Yelling ensued trom 
the interior, but the script ealled for 
yelling, People outside supposed 
thooe Inside were doing a wonderful 
bit of realistic ucting. It was. real, 
surely, but not acting, and the direc: 
tor was Uhe frst to sense this. He 
made a dash for the door, using fran- 
Mle atrength “against It. Again he 
battered at It and at last the panels 
flew wide, Out Tushed the ‘entire 
Rroup. fright stretehing thelr eyes 
wide. 

Every safely device had been 
thought of except that for escape. 
Nobody dreamed there might be 
trouble at the door. ‘They were soon 
Taughing about It, however. and call- 
{ing it all ina day's work, 

Day's Work In a Studlo 

‘And what is a day's work in a 
Chinese pleture studio? That, of 
course, depends, ‘The star's Job ap- 
peals to all as” radiating glamour. 
Maybe #0, but at a Chinese studio, 
n'y far from "easy. She has no 
stand-in, such as Hollywood provides 
for thelr precious box-office draw- 
ingg cards.” Sho herself must stand 
‘while Tights are being arranged about 
her, “and on occasions the time 
Venpthens, drdarily. Lights from 
above, from the sides, from front 
and back, ae moved about like 
pawns on’ a crazy checkerboard. The 
Dewuly of the queen must be cap- 
tured; it's the job of the lights and 
thelr ‘masters to do so. Perhaps, 20 
minutes tun by. ‘Tho heat from’ the 
Tampa are about to give her a heads 
fiche, the are plerees her eyes as 
though her lide were made of paper. 
Her knees tremble trom the strain 
and her shoulders would love to sag 
from shecr weariness. ‘This would 
be fatal.

Chinese studios do not escape the 
demand for enormous buildings and 
vast grounds round them. Further~ 
miore, with progressive aims. one 
Dullding is not enough, If enough 
pletures are produced in a year, to 
wake the whole project worthwhile, 
there must be several places to pro- 
duce a number of shots at one time. 
‘Two pictures are being made now 
at United Photopiay, “Juno and the 
Peacock,” and "So this is the World?” 


Chinese pictures, in my opinion, 
stands out as a peak of secomplish- 
ment. 

‘The actors and actresses of the 
Chinese studios are well-educated 
people. Here there Is no taking some 
silly-brained waitress away from her 
job and creating a nationally ad- 
mired star out of her. Chinese stars 
rise to the ‘prominence because 
thelr work and characters have ftied 
them for the place. 

"There are in Chino over 200 sound- 
equipped theatres. “The average Chi 
hese studio employs between 200 and 
300 people. Those receiving regula 
cheeks are laboratory experts, pho- 

fographers, bookkeepers, actors, clec- 
‘lelans and camera and sound men. 
‘As an economic unit, a moving pic 
ture compay is important. As an 
entertainment factor in Chinese life. 
{ts popularity is growing by leaps and 
bourds.

Government Stresses Service 
‘hat the Chinese Government 
stresses the Importance of a strona 
‘civil serviee ean be seon in the fact 
that the organization dealing with 
ivit service is given equal lego! 
latus with the other powers. We 
Know. that the Chinese Government, 
according to Dr. Sun Ya-sen's polltt- 
tal doctrine should be a system of 
five powers, the executive, legislative, 
judicial, examination and ‘control, and 
the Government has been organized 
aeeordingly Into five such yuans.

Tt Ip Interesting to remark here 
that the examination system which 
constitutes the basis of a strong civil 
service originated in China. fn the 
1u50's when the British Parliament 
first (rod to Introduce ‘ivil service 
examinations,” the proposers of the 
measure elted ag the example the 
Chinese civil service examinations, 
although at the same time the opposi- 
tionalto elted the Chinese civil service 
in opposing the plan. ‘The first re- 
forms were enacted for India, and 
following the success of the system, 
it wag introduced to England, 

‘This had reat influence on sub- 
sequent continental and. American 
fivil service reforms. ‘The aims and 
methods of the old Chinese civil ser- 
viee examinations differ | however, 
from ‘the present. day system, With 
the experience which other countries 
have had in the Inst few decades, it 
ie now China's turn to learn from 
England, the United States and other 
‘modern countries. 


Beginning of Reform 


‘The inauguration of the Examina- 
Hon Yuan marked tho beginning of 
Chinese evil service reform, Under 
the Yuan there are two departments. 
the Examination Commission and the 
Personnel Department. The Examina- 
tion Commission takes charge of the 
examination of candidates for Gove 
ernment ofliees and after” promising 
candidates have been selected the 
{ists are turned over to the Personnel 
Department which ‘makes _vecom= 
‘mendations to the different Govern- 
ment offices. 

Naturally thero are many obstacles 
in the way of strictly enforeing the 
examination system for Government 
foffcers in the Central and local gov 
ermments, but_with the increasing 
Influence and prestige of the Central 
Government, the Examination Yuan 
has been able to place several hun- 
‘dred qualified officers in’ the Central 
‘and local governments, With a. life 
‘of Tess than ten years, we can say 
that the Examination ‘Yuan has. ine 
troduced the examination system into 
‘he Chinese Government with success. 

‘Those who are familiar with the 
civil service reforms in England, 
America and the Continent will ay 
preeiate the difficulties in effecting 
fuch reforms and will understand 
that it must be a gradual process. 
China is no exeeption and owing to 
the vastness of the country and. the 

ied conditions, the dimeulties are 
greater. 

Fundamental Standardization 


Although the Examination Yuan 
hog dntroduced the examination sys- 
tem which 1s the basis of a good eivil 
service, it has as yet to take up the 
fundamental question of the classi 
fication and standardization of the

Classified as follows: Ist-rank of 
terjen are political officers, 2nd-rank

first year of the Republic (1911) and 
[stil remains in foree to-day. 

Tt js, however, too general a classi- 
[fication to mect present day condi- 
ons satisfactorily and many prob- 
Jems have arisen. The dimiculty is 
aggravated by the fact that the dif- 
ferent ranks earry with them definite 
Jamounts of salary. As a result the 
‘dutles of an officer often do not cor- 
Yespond with the rank and salary he 
is drawing. 

‘To cite an instance, the governor 
of a province has the same rank and 
Jdraws the same salary as any vice- 
minister, although his duties are 
much mort responsible and onerous. 
‘As another instance, the mayor of a 
hhsien has the same rank and draws 
the same salary as any section chief 
in a ministry, but his duties surely 
demand much more responsibility. 
‘New Classification Needed 


Tt soems, therefore, that it the 
Jexamination system is to achieve a 
Feal success, a thorough survey of 
existing government offices, the salar- 
fies they ‘carry and the qualifications 
necessary, must be made after which 
‘a new classifleation should be drawn 
‘up s0 that the duties and qualifica~ 
Hons of the oflces will correspond 
to thelr rank and. salaries. Owing 
perhaps to the complexity of the 
Work involved, this has not yet been 
taken up. It is hoped however, that 
Ja start will be made soon. 

Tt may be added that the British 
Jand American classifications are both 
fuseful for reference. Personally, 1 
think the British classification which 
fg general yet comprehensive is more 
‘adaplable to Chinese conditions. but 
‘thet the American classification which 

‘more complicated and deteiled may 
bbe adopted for technicians and ex- 
pert. 

‘While good systems are needed for 
Jelvil service reform, it 1s also com- 
‘mon consent that a strong public 
pinion Is very important for pushing 
through the reforms, ‘The minimum 
as well as the maximum demand of 
the public Is good and eMicient ser- 
vige from the Government, Tt must 
Be taught however to. know that 
ood s0rvice depends largely on 
strong elvil service. 

Civic Edueation

SMUGGLING IN THE 
CANTON AREA 


No Considerable Decrease 
Last Year 
By Riou T, Vicums 


With the termination of | official 
smuggling and the assumption of 
‘control of Kwangtung by the Nationa! 
Government, there bas been a re 
direction of the revenues derived 
from Customs duties, but smuggling 
‘continues. practically’ unabated. In 
‘spite of the increase in the Maritime 
Customs revenue during 1938 by 
'$3089,424.25 over. 1035. smuggling in 
the Canton-Kowloon area does nol 
seem {o have decreased to any con- 
siderable extent, 

‘Although Canion and Kowloon are 
independent ‘Customs administrative 
areas, actually they are only "two 
‘ports of the same unit. Practically 
ail the goods paying duty at Kowloon 
‘bre bound for Canton or at least 
‘pass through Canton for places in the 
Interior. For example, all junks and 
towed barges bound for Canton stop 
at the Island of Taishan and pay 
duty to the Kowloon Customs there 
‘Therefore It is necessary to add the 
neressed_ returns of the Canton 
Customs of $1,300,296.76 and the in- 
creased relurns of the Kowloon sec. 
tion of $1,77413749 in order to get 
‘an aceurate picture of the statistics 
or the unit area. 

‘The main articles smuggled into 
this "area continue to be sugar 
‘kerosene, matches, artificial sill piece 
goods and artifelal silk yarn 

‘The problem is especially complex 
in the Canton-Kowloon section be~ 
‘cause of the proximity to foreign 
‘possessions, and the” geographical 
ature of ‘the delte region. Within 
a short distance from Canton are 
Rritish Hongkong, Portuguese Macao 
‘and French Kwangchowwan. All of 
these places form convenient bases 
for smuggling activities where tho 
smugglers can operate unhindered 
‘Although the foreign governments 
teem to be making no. effort to 
prevent this smuggling, it need not 
be s9, as evidenced in the case of 
British co-operation with the Chinese 

ernment in suppressing of silver 
‘smuggling. 

‘An International Game 

{t should not be imagined that this 
policy of winking at smuggling into 
Relghbouring countries is by” any 
‘means unique. It is one of the inter- 
national games played the world ove 
Vor example, during the Prohibition 
era in the United States, the Ameri- 
jeans were anxious to buy foreign 
liquor and British Jamaica in thy 
‘West Indies as well as Canada served 
jes principal smuggling bases. ‘This 
feccasioned no surprise but rather 
was accepted as the thing to be ox 
pected. China can hardly hope for 
‘ifferent treatment from Britain 
Grance, Portugal or even Japan. 
There is, however, the important dit 
ference of extralerritoriality which 
the other powers have not had to 
tolerate. 

In addition to its closeness to for~ 
‘elgn ‘possession, the entire Canton- 
Kowloon area is honeycombed with 
[small coves and inlets, so that almost 
‘any place along the entire coast can 
serve as a landing place for the 
smugglers. As the Statistical Secre- 
tary stated in the annual Customs 
Report in 1934. “The growth in 
‘londestine trade was most noticeable 
at first in South China, with Hong- 
kong, Macao and Kwangchowwan as 
principal smuggling bases,” and th 
‘scetion has continued to be a smug- 
Bling centre ever since. 

‘An added incentive to the smug- 
‘gler in this areg is that he makes a 
double prof, for in addition to 
avoiding the ‘Customs tariff he also 
evades local taxation. ‘The regular 
procedure is for both of these taxes 
to be pald at the port of entry and 
then the goods are supposedly free 
from further taxation. 


Smuggling Methods 

General smuggling is carried on in 
various ways. One favourite method 
is to pack the smuggled goods in 
‘water-proof tins and bags attached to 
floats and then drop them overboard 
5 the vessel passes through the 
delta ‘region on its ‘way to Canton, 
‘These packages are picked up by 
‘confederates in small ssampans ‘who 
‘quickly disappear among the count- 
less native boats that line the shores, 
‘The losses from this form of ‘smug: 
jgling do not come from Customs 
‘seizures alone, which due to constant 
Patrol by Customs launches are not 
‘considerable, but losses also come from 
theft by other sampanmen who are 
constantly on. the lookout for such 
articles. Also there are losses through 
‘sinking and water damage to the 
arlicles thrown overboard, In spite 
oF losses, however, {his form of 
‘smuggling called dumping continues 
In fairly large volume. 

‘Another form of smuggling with 
‘whieh the Customs have to contend 
is that carried on by runners—pas- 
Jsengers from Hongkong and Macao
